2. Claims 1-3, 5-6 and 13-21 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claim 6, The meaning of "coincides with the planar shape of the 

crossing portion between the first wiring and the second wiring" as compared to 
"coincides with the (planar) shape of the first wiring" was not originally evident upon 
initial examination; the term "shape" is not merely "the shape of a plane," since each 
claimed "shape" also "coincides" (i.e. the perimeter of each claimed "shape" 
substantially matches up with a perimeter of another recited planar shape).
